Novelist, playwright, historian,he wrote in 
his 37 busy years nearly 100 volumes. 

These were mostly historical, and some 
were mere pamphlets, but they represented 
a tremendous amount of research and phys- 
ical labor for the little hunchback, who was 
never strong enough to go to school and 
whose playhouse as a boy was his father's 
big library in the old-fashioned Ford house 
in Brooklyn. 5 

Fiction never tempted him until he had 
been many years a writer on historical sub- 
jects. His specialty was colonial history.

Mr. Ford was a cripple from birth. He 
was frail, short of stature, hunchback, pale.

Paul Ford and his brother, Worthington, 
were strikingly unlike their athletic broth- 
er, Malcolm.

He Talks of the ‘‘Beef Trust’s Almost Inhuman Disregard 
for the Public’s Health”—-Proven That Drugged, De- 
ceased and Painted Meat Is Sold in St. Louis. 


DRASTIC. MEASURES TO BE TAKEN BY THE AUTHORITIES 


“At an early session of the House of 
Delegates I will introduce a bill pro- 
viding for the close inspection of all 
meat sold in the city,’’ said James H. 
Cronin, member of the House of Dele- 
gates from the Fifth ward, to the Post- 


Dispatch Friday morning. 

The Beef Trust inquiry at Jefferson City, 
the reports of which I have carefully read, 
exhibit a state of affairs to which, I pre- 
Sume, few citizens formerly gave any at- 
tention. From the testimony given there 
by St. Louis butchérs the trust has had an 
almost inhuman disregard for the public 


health, 

“The details of that inquiry showing that 
Srugges and .painted meat has been sold 
by the trust through the butchers to the 
public is the flereest exhibition of corporate 
greed I have eVer known. It beats the 
‘embalmed beef’ all to pleces. There is no 
good reason why. the Louls 
should stand for it. 

‘“l understand that there is no money in 
the city treasury to pay for inspectors of 
meat. Well, we'll see if we cannot raise 
enough to protect the public health. 

‘This temporary appropriation bill for the 
Eames of providing meat inspectors is too 
slow. 


“There should be enough meat in- 
spectors appointed and paid to see that 
all the people get clean meat. I don’t 
want to eat embalmed beef myself, and 
I know other people feel the same way. 

“An ordinance providing for the proper

“If the trust will not give us decent meat 
Sd our good money it must be mace: to 
0 so. 


‘“T blieve that there is a meat com- 
bine here in St. Louis, and it is up to 
the Municipal Assembly te break it. 


“If it cannot be broken the municial as- 
sembly can at least compel it to give the 
people decent meat for its money. 

“I believe with honest inspection the 
slaughteriung of diseased cattle can, at 
least, be stopped. I suppose, as well as 
other persons’ have eaten this ‘concession 
meat, but I don’t like to think about it. 
I don’t want my family to eat it, and l 
believe that is the way other men feel. 

‘There should be a rigid insection of 

meat sold in St. Louis, and I am going. to 
have a bill providing for it framed. he 
bill will be such that it will pass and it 
will be unassailed.”’ 
“The law upon which the ordinance I 
shal! introduce will be based is article 8, 
section 2266, of the municipal statutes. It 
is as follows: ‘Every rson who shall 
knowingly sell the flesh of any animal dyin 
otherwise than by sug ater: or slaughtere 
when diseased, or shall sell the flesh as of 
one animal, knowiftg it to be of another 
species, or shall sell unwholesome bread or 
drink without making the same fully known 
to the purchaser, and any butcher or other 
person who shall sell or offer for sale the 
meat of any calf which was killed before it 
had attained the age of 6 weeks, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $1000, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding one year. 

“This law is stringent enough to hold the 
crooked meat sellers down if we have in- 
spectors to catch them selling dirty meat.

CHIEF U. S. MEAT INSPECTOR 
CONFIRMS BAD BEEF SCANDAL 


The statement made by St. Louis butch- 
ers at Jefferson City Wednesday, that dis- 
eased and condemned cattle are slaugh- 
tered in East St. Louis and sent to market 
in this city, is confirmed by Dr. U. G. 
Houck, chief of the government corps of 
meat inspectors at the National Stock- 
yards. 

“Only 
cattle in 


three companies which slaughter 

and about the National Stock- 
yards have government Inspection,” said 
Dr. Houck to the Post-Dispatch. ‘The 
law does not make inspection compulsory 
for those who do not wish it, and we have 
no jurisdiction over the output of any 
firms but these three, which are Swift, 
Nelson Morris and the Brooklyn Packing 
Co. 

“There are half a dozen or more concerns 
with slaughter houses within a radius of 
a mile of the stockyards, most of them 
outside the city Iimits of East 8t. Louls. 

“Animals which are thrown out by the 
government inspectors on ante-mortem ex- 
amination becausg of disease are brought 
up and slauchtered by these men, and I 
have no doubt that the greater part of this 
~~. finds its way to the St. Louis mar- 
et. , 

“The only way in which the city of St. 
Louis can protect itself from this class of 
meat is to pass a law requiring that all 
meat offered for sale shall bear the stamp 
of government approval, and to follow up 
the law by rigid enforcement. 

“For the city merely to appoint meat ifn- 
spectors to examine all meat offered for 
sale wiil do little good. .A. skillful handler 
of meat can, with a few strokes-.of a knife, 
remove from a carcass any. trace of tuber- 
culosis or other disease which may have 
been far advanced. 

‘The stockyvards inspectors cannot deal 
with these dealers, as the inspection is es- 
tablished only where it is asked. The only 
authorities who could deal with it on the 
ground are those of St. Clair County, whose 


interest in the matter is much less than 
that of the people of St. uls. 

“From the three houses which have in- 

spection I do not believe any diseased meat 
gets out. The Brooklyn Packing Co., which 
was accused of such practices by witnesses 
at Jefferson wy is inspected as carefully 
as the two big plants, and I am certain that 
diseased meat is not put on the market by 
them. 
“Sometimes a lumpy-jawed cow is not un- 
fit to be killed if the disease does not ex- 
tend beyond the jaw.. If this swelling Is re- 
duced the meat may show no taint, and in 
such a case it would pass the inspection. 
The greatest precautions are taken against 
tuberculosis, which is transmissible to hu- 
man beings, and hog cholera. 

“All meat condemned in these three es- 
tablishments is marked with red tags and 
consigned to a special room. There is a 
heavy penalty for removing the tags or 
the carcasses. All such carcasses are 
stripped of their by-products and are then 
thrown into the fertilizer tank. There is 
no chance for impure meat to get past this 
system of inspection. 

“When animals are condemned on ante- 
mortem inspection we have no means of 
following them up further, and there is no 
way in which we can prevent uninspected 
slaughterers from buying and killing them, 
and sending the meat wherever they 
wish.”’ . 

A corps of 40 inspectors is under Dr. 
Houck's charge. All except one of these, 
Dr. Wallis. are stationed in the different de- 

artments of the big Swift and Nelson 

orris plants. Dr. Walls is assigned to 
the Brooklyn Packing company, whose ¢s- 
tablishment consists of a few whitewashed 
sheds adjoining the massive brick buildings 
of the Rwift and Morris companies. 

One of the uninspected slaughter houses 
handles only pork. Six men are employed 
in the place, and all the activities of the 
larger slaughtering establishments are car- 
ried on on a small scale. A prospective 
customer, who applied at the establish- 
ment, was told that the firm was supply- 
ing butchers in St. Louis to the extent of 
its capacity. and that no more customers 


were desired. 


NEW CITY MEAT INSPECTORS 
TO BE APPOINTED AT ONCE 


“J shall confer with the mayor at once 
regarding the appofnmtment of the new city 
meat inspectors,’’ said Health Commission- 
er Starkloff Friday. 

“While I believe that the present city 
meat inspection ordinance is defective, a 
great deal can be done by enforcing tt, and 
now that the money for the full number of 
inspectors has been appropriated, the in- 
epection will be commenced at once. 

“The new inshpectors will be instructed 
to report to the city attorney all violations 


° ty or ces which they discover, and 
to testify in cases where summons are 
eecured.

‘There is nothing in the present city law 
requiring the government inspection stamp 
on the meat sold in St. uls. I do not 
know that any of the beef killed in St. 
Louls has government inspection. 


‘t'nder the city ordinance selling tainted 
meat is @ a misdeamenor, punishable by 
a $100 fine. Under the state law it is also a 
misdemeanor, but is punishable by impris- 
onment. 

“Traces of tubercolosis and other diseases 
are sometimes revomed from meat, so that 
inspectors cannot be sure that it is pure un- 
less they examine the animals on the hoof 
or see them killed. In my opinion ante- 
mortem inspection of animals slaughtered 
in the city should be commenced.

Broken limbs and cholera 
generally make ‘downs’ of healthy hogs. 

“T have the name of a packing company 
on the east side that makes a practice to 
buy and kill diseased cattle. If a leg is 
crushed that member is carefully trimmed 
away and the bruiser, diseased meat ground 
and sold to the consumer in another form. 
This firm makes a specialty of buving d‘s- 
eased cattle, killing them and selling fever 
meat for the genuine article.”

TRIED TO GAIN INTERVIEW WITH 
FUGITIVE THROUGH CONSUL. 


Englishman Named David Russell 
Says He Conducted Kratz’s Legal 
Campaign Successfully, but 
Charles W. Prange Says 
“We Did It.”

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, May 4—Chief 
Desmond's Sunday in this ancient city, 
where merry-making is a Sabbath custom, 
was not a day of unalloyed pleasure, al- 
_though in company with other Americans. 
he took the conventional drive through the 
paseo and alamaeda in the afternoon and 
watched the parade of fashion on the plaza 
tn the early evening and terminated the 
holiday with an hour at the opera.

TAINTED BEEF. 


The testimony in the quo warranto proceedings against the 
beef combine at Jefferson City indicates a condition of the ut- 
most gravity. If the combine éxists, as charged, it is not only 
guilty of arbitrary. exactions,~but, worse, is @ menace to health 
and life. 

Capt. O'Sullivan testified on oath thet the “whiskers” are re- 
moved from decayed meat by rubbing; that the meat is ‘painted 
to restore a healthy color and then placed on the St. Louis mar- 
ket;"’ that lumpy-jawed cattle, condemned by inspectors at East 
St. Louts are bought by a cattle company which makes a spe- 
clalty of diseased meat and slaughtered for the St. Louis 
market. 

The combine has a jargon of its own corresponding to the 
thieves’ slang, rich and juicy. 

An “arbitrator’ is one who fixes the prices on all meats for 
packing firms and imposes a fine on firms violating the scale. 
A “rebate” is a secret return of money or a gift of extra meat 
to retailers who are “‘good.”” The “C. O. D. list’ is the roll of 
retailers who are not ‘“‘good,”’ that is, submissive. It is said 
to be a blacklist. ‘“‘Concession meat” is rotten stuff sold cheap to 
retailers and by them to boarding houses and cheap restaurants. 
It is graphically described as “ripe’’ and “just ready for use.”’ 

Isn't it suggestive? 

The menace of monopoly power, arbitrary and defiant of law, 
Was never so plainly visible.

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WHY THE LOBBY RULES. 


Senator Frank Farris declared to the Post-Dispatch Thursday 
that he would be re-elected in the Twenty-fourth senatorial dis- 
trict by an increased majority.

The network of tracks would be 
a menace to life and the noise and smoke of locomotives would 
render the park far less attractive than it otherwise would be 
Railroad plans looking to the building of permanent yards and 
depots near the park not only threaten great loss of property 
values, but menace the interests of the public in the park. 

The park and its surroundings must be guarded from grants 
of privileges which will destroy its usefulness to the public.

He was caught, however, but 
had to be shot. 

The grounds around the trestle after the 
stumpede presented a wierd sight. ead 
and dying horses were lying about and the 
en ployes of the Stock Yards were busy fcr 
some time putting the injured horses out 
of their misery.

NEW POTATOES PLENTIFUL. 


Received in St. Louis One Month 
Earlier Than Last Year. 

New potatoes are in the market one 

month earlier than a year ago. The re- 

ceipts are liberal and prices are about $2 


lower per barrel than at this time last 
year. 

The new potatces are shipped here from 
New Orleans. Turnips are now selling at 
$3.75474 50 ber barrel and white varieties at 
$3703.75. Tha prospects are for a large po- 
tato crop this year. Weather conditions 
have been favorable and more have been 
Dilanted than last vear. The Seuth has 
raised a large crop and shipments from 
southern points are increasing rapidly. The 
first new potatoes arrived about a month 
ago. They came from Cuba and Porto 
i and sold at from $7 to $8 per bar- 
re}. 

“Unless there is another dry summer, the 
potato crop Will be large,’’ said Oscar Hei) 
of the Gerber Commission Co. ‘There is 
an increased acreage and the weather 
conditions so far have been favorable. New 
notatoer were in the market one month 
earlier this year.

HOPE TO RAISE $50,000,000 


Plan Is to Stimulate E-lucetion Among 
Poor Regardless .f Race, Creed 
or Section. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—After a journey 
covering 2,662 miles Robert C. Ogden, ac- 
companied by his eighty guests, returned 
to New York yesterday on the specia! train 
on which they have been traveling through 
the south for two weeks visiting educa- 
tional centres. 

Those in the party are the prime movers 
in the great educational movement for the 
south by which it is hoped to raise a fund 
of $50,000,000. During the trip it received its 
first considerable impetus in the gift of 
$1,000,000 by John D. ockefeller. 

The leaders of the movement returned 
full of enthusiasm and greatly encourage 
Mr. Ogden said that the annual conference, 
which lasted four days at Athens, Ga., was 
the most largely attended meeting the or- 
ganization has ever held and reflected the 
widespread interest of the south. The 
leading public men of that section were 
present. 

Among those in Mr. Ogden'’s party_were 
William H. Baldwin, Jr., George Foster 
Peabody, Dr. Felix ‘Adler, John Crosby 
Brown. Morris K. Jesup and many others 
of national fame, either as master of 
finance or as philanthropists or educators. 


They Visited 
Many Schools. 
The party visited points in Virginia, the 
Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama and Tennes- 
see, Booker Washington's famous school at» 


Tuskegee, and the pioneer negro school at 
Hampton. The aims of the great move- 
ment were summed up by Mr. Baldwin, 
who, next to Mr. Ogden, took the leading 
Sir. in the investigation made on the tour, 

Baldwin said: 

To promote education 
opaiite. irrespective of race, 
creed. 

“2. To develop public schools, 
rural schools. 

“3. To encourage self-help, the urging of 
wget taxation for schools.
